ELECTION WEATHER, 


Chief Morse Issued a Bulle- 


tin at Washington. Snow 


in Some Places.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2.—The 


weather bureau this noon issued a special 
election day bulletin. He says fair and 
pleasant weather, about normal tempera- 
ture, prevails this morning in all states 
except the following: 


From 2 to 4 inches of snow has fallen in 


South Dakota and snow,is falling with 
the probability that it will continue. 
Through North Dakota they have two 
inches of snow and the conditions favor a 
moderate fall tonight. 


In Nebraska there is a light snow and 


probably will be through the northern 
portion tonight. In Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and upper Michigan the conditions favor 
pleasant weather tomorrow with light 
rain and snow in lower Michigan. 


The conditions favor warm weather 


with occasional showers in Indiana, Illi- 
nois and Missouri and Iowa. Clouds 
gathering make the condition uncertain 
in Washington. In Oregon there has been 
rain every day during the past week mak- 
ing travel in the country bad. Probably 
heavy cloudiness with a moderate fall of 
rain will continue in both states Tuesday 


In all the other states the weather chart 


this morning gives strong indications of 
pleasant weather Tuesday. The chart 
was signed by Willis L. Moore, chief of 
the bureau.

Adams Did Themselves 


Proud Saturday. 


A GREAT PARADE AND RALLY, 


City Decorated and Illuminated. Pleas- 


ant Weather and Great Enthusi- 


asm. 
Fireworks and Cannon. 


Music and Speeches. 


Flag day was fittingly observed in North 


Adams, the national colors being flung to 
the breeze in the morning by nearly every 
family in the city. But the great event 
came in the evening when the biggest 
parade (.Ttbe campaign was held and also 
a rally in Odd Fellows' hall. 


Tin- People Responded. 


The program for the evening had been 


published in the THA.NSCRIPT and never 
did people respond more generally or 
generously to the invitation to decorate 
and illuminate their residences. Especi- 
ally was this noticeable along the streets 
through which the parade passed, almost 
every house being ablaze with lights and 
gaudy with Chinese lanterns and the 
national colors in all forms, from the 
American flag to red, white and blue win- 
dow shades. 


The lino was formed at Monument 


square at about S o'clock. It did not 
move quite as eoon aa was expected, as a 
telegram brought news that the Pittafield 
delegation was delayed by the breaking 
of the bridge on North street over the 
railroad in that city, which delayed their 
train. Shortly after S o'clock the line 
moved in the following order through 
all the wards in the city according to the 
line of march published Saturday.

The Pittsfleld battalion, about 100 


strong and accompanied by a drum corps, 
arrived at about 9 o'clock and joined the 
line as it was moving through Main street. 
The men wore a Continental uniform and 
made a fine appearance. 
They were 


loudly cheered by the spectators, with 
which Main and the adjoining streets 
were literally packed. Fireworks were 
discharged and cannon boomed during 
the parade, and, after the line had passed, 
rousing bonfires were started at the bead 
and foot of Main street. There was a big 
bonfire on the hill east of the city all the 
evening and similar fires burned in 
different parts of the city. At the close of 
the parade lunch was served to the 
battalions at the artillery rooms on State 
street, and the Pittsfield men returned 
home at 11 o'clock by special trata. The 
music for the parade was furnished by 
Clapp's band and one or two drum corps. 
There were many good transpironcies in 
the line, the largest one, that liotn the 
Qreylock mills, filling a wagon. 


IJreylork Blaze. 


Some thought the big bonfire on Grey- 


lock mountain a, failure because from 
many parts of the city the summit cannot 
be seen, but from proper points of obser- 
vation the fire showed up well for an hour 
or more. 
It must have been a big job to 


get material to the summit for such a 
blaze, and that it was done shows that 
when demonstration is called for North 
Adams is equal to the emergency. 


In the Hall. 


The weather was so pleasant and the 


enthusiasm in the streets so great that the 
rally in Odd Fellows' hall was not so 
largely attended as it would otherwise 
have been. 
It was after 9 o'clock when 


the speaking began. 
Senator George P. 


Lawrence presided and opened the meet- 
ing with a ringing speech. 
He said the 


campaign was over, the arguments had 
been made, the people were ready for the 
verdict and he believe-1 the battle was 
won. 
He paid high tribute to the Demo- 


crats who have placed county above party 
and said the victory this year would be 
far more than a party victory. It would 
be the triumph of the people. Senator 
Lawrence exposed the fallacy of the free 
silver idea, spoke of the hard times that 
have prevailed for the last three years, 
commended President Cleveland for his 
action at the time of the Chicago riots and 
called upon all who desire to restore pros- 
perity to the country to make the coming 
victory overwhelming. 


Reiirexcutatlve Kicliniuud 


was the next speaker. The campaign, he 
said, which is ending has been the most 
extraordinary one the American people 
have witnessed. Bryan, Altgeld and their 
kind have gone up and down the country 
saying that the United States supreme 
court is not an Impartial body, that the 
United States has the power to make a 
100-cent dollar out of fifty cents worth of 
silver and that the authority of one state 
is parmount to all. 


Mr. Richmond had faith in the common- 


wealth of Massachusetts. She was right 
when she started the Revolution, when 
she used her influence for the abolition of 
slavery, and right in upholding Republi- 
can policies. He knew she would be 
right Tuesday night and would roll up as 
large a majority as any state in the coun- 
try in proportion to size.

refined, white sugar, in 1891 averaged 
four cents a pound in Montreal. Mexico 
does produce sugar. Coarse native brown 
sugar costs seven cents a pound at whole- 
sale in the City of Mexico. 


"Coffee is a great Mexican staple 


product. It costs 30 cents a pound in 
Mexico; 19 cents in Montreal. 


"A day's labor in Mexico is from 9 to 13 


hours. 


"There are $57,578,981 in the Canadian 


savings bank*.

Beceut Events Disprove Their Claims 


About Wheat and Silver. 


The shipment of 
large cargoes of 


wheat from California to India, now 
going on, is another of tho ruthless 
facts which make havoc with plausible 
theories. How the decline of 5 cents an 
ounce in silver since July 1, coincident 
with a rise of 25 cents per bushel in 
•Wheat, disposes of tho mossy fallacy 
that silver and wheat nre indissolubly 
linked together in price we have al- 
ready sec;;. Now comes the turn of tbe 
kindred fallacy that the growth of 
wheat in India stimulated by the fall 
in silver 
has already depressed the 


world's market for the cereal and is 
destined to depress it still further. Not 
only has India ceased to export wheat, 
but she has begun to import it, and, al- 
though her present imports are due to 
crop failures in certain of her provinces, 
they shuw that the surplus of her wheat 
production is not of the vast proportions 
attributed to it, but is too small to re- 
sist any increase of home consumption. 


The truth is that India's wheat ex- 


ports began to dwindle several years 
ago and have reitched a point where, 
even without the drawback of a crop 
failure, they ceased to be of any impor- 
tance. In 1891 India supplied Great 
Britain with 18,000,000 hundredweights 
of wheat, in 1893 with 12,600,000, in 
1893 
with 6,200,000, and in 1894 with 


6,300,000. In 1896 the quantity rose to 
8,800,000 hundredweights, but for the 
first nine months of this year it was bnt 
1,986,000 hundredweights, and for the 
rest of the year will be next to nothing. 
Since the total imports into Great Brit- 
ain of wheat and wheat flour are from 
90,000,000 to 100,000,000 hundred- 
weights a year, it wi* be seen that if 
India could produce the cereal to the 
extent and with the profit which it has 
been asserted she can it is not the want 
of a market which has prevented her 
doing it. 


All that is needed now to put an end 


to the agitation both for free silver coin- 
age and for international bimetallism 
is a sweeping victory for McKinley next 
mouth. The prices oi other agricultural 
commodities, aa well as that of wheat, 
(end toward a recovery from the depres- 
sion of the past few years, and a contin- 
uance of the Afri<rm gold production at 
its present rate must, sooner or later, 
assure the attainment of it. With a gov- 
ernment revenue sufficient to meet gov- 
ernment expenses, the government paper 
money will reduce itself to a volume at 
•which'it can be redeemed in gold freely, 
as a matter of course, and excite neither 
•remark nor ill feeling. With a currency 
thus equal to gold in fact as well as in 
name, and with rising prices for agri- 
cultural commodities, the motives for 
insisting on free silver will disappear 
and the efforts on its behalf will cease. 
—Matthew Marshall in New York Sun.

Presidential Popular "Vote. 


There is a widespread feeling in the 


country, if it does not amount to a posi- 
tive conviction, that some of the laws 
regulating tho method by which tho 
choice of tho people for the highest of- 
fice in their gift is made have sur- 
vived the period of their usefulness and 
ought to be revised and adapted to tha 
conditions of the present time, which 
differ so widely from those existing 
when these laws were enaated. The in- 
dications are not obscure that there is a 
growing desire in the country to have 
the existing electoral plan re-examiued, 
and possibly abandoned, so as to elect 
the president by a direct popular vote. 
There is at least enough of this feeling 
abroad to justify an impartial study of 
the subject from a nonpartisan stand- 
point, and with a view to do ample 
justice to the plan as it is as well as to 
ascertain whether it might be modified 
so as to become more republican in spir- 
it and to work with greater equality 
among the voters of the different states.

which Chancellor Hoheulohe had with 
the emperor on Saturday is under- 
stood to have hod reference to a pro- 
jected conference with the European 
powers for the purpose of revising the 
treaties of Berlin and Paris and also a 
settlement of the customs 
dispute 


Which has for some time existed be- 
tween Russia and Germany. The em- 
peror is favorable to making conces- 
sions to Russia which will bring about 
the speediest possible settlement of 
the conflicting interpretations of the 
present commercial treaty, and it is 
understood that the czar is not averse 
to yielding many of the points at issue 
if an amicable and favorable adjust- 
ment of the difficulties can be brought 
about. The Russian official, M. Timir- 
jagseff, who conducted the original 
treaty negotiations, will arrive in Ber- 
lin to-morrow for the purpose of as- 
sisting in the arrangements necessary 
for the holding of a conference, but 
nothing in regard to the matters in 
question is definitely known, except 
that it is given out that there may be 
some delay in the settlement, inas- 
much ns it is announced that the czar 
has intimated his desire for a period of 
absolute home repose before allowing 
his ministers to enter into any engage- 
ments involving the empire.
